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FOREWORD 


"Uncle Sam's Forest Rangers" began January 7, 19352, 
as a weekly serial presented by the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany from its Chicago studios and broadcast over a network of 
47 stations. The playlets also were broadcast from the San 
Francisco studios of the National Broadcasting Company over 
a network of 10 western stations, making a nation-wide hook-up 
of 97 stations in all for the program. 

The playlets were written by Charles EF. Randall and 
George A. Duthie of the U. S. Forest Service, with contribu- 
tions from Wallace I. Hutchinson, L. C. Shoemaker, and a number 
of other members of the Service. 

The programs were presented by actors of the National
